Shuttle  ready: 
ill  systems  go 


CAPE  CANAVERAL,  Fla.  (AP)  —  Two 
astronauts,  eager  “to  give  this  country  something 
to  be  proud  of,”  put  aside  their  books  Wednes¬ 
day,  said  goodbye  to  their  flight  controllers,  and 
inspected  the  fire-belching  rocketship  they’ll  ride 
into  space  Friday. 

John  Young  and  Robert  Crippen  were  flying 
solo  from  their  training  site  in  Houston  to  the 
launch  site  at  Cape  Canaveral  in  twin  T-38  jets 
after  a  final  meeting  with  flight  directors  at  mis¬ 
sion  control.  The  first  task  on  their  schedule  was 
the  traditional  visit  to  the  spaceship  being 
readied  for  liftoff. 

The  countdown,  after  a  trouble-plagued  start, 
was  right  on  target.  And  the  weather  was  predic¬ 
ted  to  be  fine. 

The  Kennedy  Space  Center,  expecting  a 
million  people  to  watch  from  the  roads  and 
beaches,  was  pulsing  with  excitement  un¬ 
matched  since  men  last  went  to  the  moon. 

Since  1975,  Americans  have  yielded  space 
travel  to  the  Soviets.  In  the  nearly  six-year 
hiatus,  43  cosmonauts  have  gone  up  and  Young 


said  it’s  time  the  American  climate  favors  science 
again. 

Not  content  to  idle  away  time  after  the  most 
extensive  training  ever  given  to  astronauts, 
Young  and  Crippen  elected  to  spend  time  prac¬ 
ticing  emergency  landings  on  the  Cape  Canaveral 
airstrip. 

They’ll  use  that  strip  only  if  their  engines  quit 
early  and  they  can’t  get  into  orbit. 

The  flight  of  the  Columbia  is  scheduled  to  start 
at  6:50  a.m.  EST  Friday  in  the  first  hour  after 
sunrise.  If  all  goes  well,  it  will  end  54.5  hours  and 
36  turns  around  the  earth  later  with  a  wheels 
down  landing  at  Edwards  Air  Force  Base  in 
California. 

Young  and  Crippen  will  be  aboard  the  first 
ship,  American  or  Soviet,  created  to  make  space 
travel  as  routine  as  an  overseas  airline  flight. 
Because  it  is  a  test  of  machinery,  their  mission 
will  be  considered  a  near-success  if  they  make  it 
up  and  down  again  safely. 

Never  before  has  the  United  States  flown  a 


manned  spaceship  without  testing  it  first  un¬ 
manned. 

The  Soviet  Union,  which  once  warmly  praised 
American  space  missions,  has  taken  a  hostile  at¬ 
titude  to  the  U.S.  space  shuttle  and  is  warning 
that  the  program  may  lead  to  a  cosmic  arms  race. 

Soviet  space  officials  and  the  state-controlled 
news  media  are  portraying  Friday’s  maiden  flight 
of  the  space  shuttle  Columbia  as  the  start  of  a 
new  “militarist  and  chauvinistic  effort”  by 
America  to  blackmail  the  world  with  “super¬ 
weapons.” 

Official  commentaries  indicate  Moscow  is 
determined  to  counter  whatever  military  advan¬ 
tages  the  shuttle  brings  America.  Despite  official 
denials,  there  are  some  indications  the  Kremlin 
has  already  started  its  own  shuttle  program. 

The  launching  of  the  Columbia  comes  as  the 
Soviets  are  waging  a  massive  propaganda  cam¬ 
paign  against  the  Reagan  administration,  a  cam- 
aign  designed  to  make  America’s  leaders  appear 
ent  on  world  domination  through  military 
strength.

“This  is  a  reaffirmation  of  the  university’s 
commitment  to  our  standard,”  Kerr  said.  “We 
want  to  make  it  clear  now,  in  anticipation  of  spr¬ 
ing  term  and  next  fall  that  dress  and  grooming 
standards  are  in  force.

Regarding  men’s  hair  length,  the 
trustees  have  said,  ‘‘Hair  must  be 
styled  so  as  not  to  cover  the  ears  and 
must  be  above  the  collar  in  the 
back.  ”  Neither  the  trustees  nor  the 
administration  intend  this  to  mean 
that  men’s  hair  cannot  touch  the 
ear.  If  clean,  well-groomed  hair 
brushes  over  the  top  of  the  ear,  a 
student  is  not  in  violation  of  the 
spirit  of  the  code.  However,  it  is 
clearly  stated  that  the  ear  is  not  to 
be  covered.  If  the  brushed  “touch” 
at  the  top  of  the  ear  progresses  to 
“covering”  a  major  portion  of  the 
ear,  we  ask  that  the  hair  be  trim¬ 
med. 

As  for  women’s  wearing  apparel, 
the  trustees  and  the  administration 
stress  clean,  modest  attire.  The  in¬ 
tent  of  the  code  is  to  encourage  at¬ 
tractive  and  appropriate  women's 
wear  which  avoids  a  auasi-male  or 
unisex  dress  standard.  This  spirit 
conforming  to  a  dress  and  grooming  should  govern  women’s  dress  on  the 


principles  and  promises  which  help 
make  this  school  the  unique  institu¬ 
tion  it  is  meant  to  be. 

As  I  pientioned  in  my  first 
remarks  to  this  student  body,  our 
individual  and  collective  image  has 
to  do  with  the  very  mission  of  the 
university  and  the  church  which 
sponsors  it.

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Tax  status  of  hospitals 
may  face  court  review 


The  tax  status  of  two  Utah 
County  hospitals  may  be 
challenged  in  the  Utah  Supreme 
Court  if  the  Utah  County  tax 
assessors  pursue  their  claim  the 
hospitals  should  pay  taxes. 

The  hospitals,  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  and  American  Fork 
Hospital,  are  owned  and  operated 
by  Intermountain  Health  Care 
Corp.,  a  non-profit  organization 
controlling  more  than  half  the 
hospital  beds  in  Utah. 

Utah  County  Assessor  Harrison 
Conover  said  the  county  will  take 
the  case  to  the  Utah  Supreme 
Court  immediately  because  the 
hospitals  do  not  meet  require¬ 
ments  for  tax-free  status  under 
the  state  constitution. 

“Utah  Valley  Hospital  and 
American  Fork  Hopital  say  they 
are  charitable  organizations,  but 
we  haven’t  always  seen  that  to  be 
the  case,”  Conover  said.  “Way, 
way  less  than  1  percent  of  their 
patient  cases  are  charity  cases.”  • 

Conover  said  the  statute  says 
lots  or  buildings  used  for 
charitable  or  religious  purposes 
may  be  tax-exempt. 

Alan  Sullivan,  an  attorney 
hired  by  the  corporation,  said  all 
hospitals  owned  by  the  company 
had  enjoyed  a  tax-free  status  until 
July  1980.  At  that  time,  he  said, 


the  Utah  County  assessor  of 
property  tax  assessed  the  Inter¬ 
mountain  Health  Care  for  $200,- 
000  in  property  taxes. 

A  hearing  before  the  Utah 
County  Board  of  Equalization 
supported  the  county’s  claim, 
Sullivan  said,  but  the  decision 
was  reversed  last  week  by  the 
Utah  State  Tax  Commission. 

“Statutes  of  Utah  provide  for 
non-profit,  charitable  uses  to  be 
non-taxable,”  Sullivan  said. 
“Utah  County  says  the  statute  is 
unconstitutional.” 

Conover  said  the  statute  ex¬ 
empting  charitable  and  non-profit 
institutions  has  been  declared  un¬ 
constitutional  several  times  by 
the  Utah  Supreme  Court  since  it 
was  passed  by  a  Utah  State 
slat 


Legislature  in  1973. 

“We’ve  had  several  other  cases 
in  the  past  similar  to  this  one,” 
Conover  said.  “We  think  we  have 
a  good  case  here.” 


Conover  said  the  hospitals  had 
been  eligible  for  the  tax-free 
status  earlier  because  of  ow¬ 
nership  by  the  LDS  Church  and 
by  American  Fork  City. 

Most  hospitals,  whether  owned 
by  Intermountain  Health  Care  or 
another  company,  are  taxed,  he 
added.

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Bookstore  schedules  sales 
to  celebrate  75th  anniversary

The  BYU  Bookstore  is  celebrating 
its  75th  anniversary  as  a  campus  in¬ 
stitution,  according  to  Sharon 
Howard,  bookstore  director  of  ad¬ 
vertising  and  displays. 

The  bookstore,  Mrs.  Howard  said, 
had  humble  beginnings  in  “a  little 
closet-sized  room  in  the  basement  of 
the  old  Education  Building  on  lower 
campus.” 

The  single  employee  who  worked 
at  the  original  bookstore  was  paid  25 
cents  an  hour,  Mrs  Howard  said.  In 
1950,  the  operation  became  the  first 
college  bookstore  west  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  “to  sell  textbooks  on  a  self- 
service  basis,”  Mrs.  Howard  said. 

The  bookstore  now  has  a  staff  of 
85  full-time  employees,  190  student 
employees,  and  60  to  80  employees 
who  are  on  call.  The  store  is  housed 
in  one  of  the  largest  on-campus 
bookstore  facilities  in  America, 
operating  on  three  floors  with  a 
ccfnbined  space  of  over  100  thou¬ 
sand  square  feet,  Mrs.  Howard 
pointed  out. 

She  said  the  bookstore’s  “Dia¬ 
mond  Jubilee”  celebration  began  in 
conjunction  with  last  week’s  LDS 
conference.  “This  is  usually  a  heavy 
time  anyway,”  she  said.  “We  tied  it 
to  conference  because  of  the  many 


visitors  that  come  on  campus.” 

Mrs.  Howard  said  the  promotion 
will  run  until  April  25,  with  a 
special  “double  discount”  sale  from 
April  17  to  April  22.  “This  is  the 
first  time  they’ve  allowed  us  to  give 
a  double  discount  besides  the 
Christmas  season,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Howard  said  the  double  dis¬ 
count  is  about  a  19  percent  discount 
on  all  items  in  the  store.  The  cash 
registers  can’t  do  a  20  per  cent  dis¬ 
count,  so  employees  enter  two  dis¬ 
counts  of  about  10  percent  each  that 
total  approximately  19  percent, 
Mrs.  Howard  said. 

Promotion  days  not  falling  bet¬ 
ween  the  17th  and  the  22nd  will 
feature  sales  on  different  items  in 
each  department,  with  some  LDS 
Church  books  marked  down  as  well, 
she  said. 

The  bookstore  is  also  holding  a 
special  contest  in  conjunction  with 
Easter.  A  large  jar  of  jelly  beans  has 
been  placed  at; the  central  candy 
counter  on  the  main  floor  of  the 
bookstore.  The  stqdent  who  comes 
closest  to  guessing  the  number  of 
jelly  beans  in  the  jar  will  win  a  large 
chocolate  duck  valued  at  $30. 

Students  write  down  their  guess 
and  place  them  in  an  entry  box  next 
to  the  jar.  Mrs.  Howard  said  the 
jelly  bean  competition  winners  will 
be  announced  April  17.

This  “cream  of  the 
crop,”  as  Brunner 
called  them,  has  formed 
Don  Bluth  Productions 
and  is  currently  in¬ 
volved  in  their  own  film 
production. 

“The  real  irony  lies  in 
the  fact  that  Disney  is 
also  not  capturing  that 
new  target  audience.. 
Maybe  the  public  reac¬ 
tion  to  the  last  few  Dis¬ 
ney  films  —  like  “The 
Black  Hole”  and  “Mid¬ 
night  Madness”  —  will 
make  an  impact.  “Mid¬ 
night  Madness”  only 
lasted  for  two  days  in 
the  theaters.

The  space  shuttle  Columbia  is  ready.  And,  barring  anymore  un¬ 
foreseen  delays,  the  mammoth  white  orbiter  will  be  launched 
tomorrow. 

A  successful  maiden  voyage  will,  no  doubt,  be  worth  a  pat  on  the 
back  for  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  and 
astronauts  Crippen  and  Young,  but  it  will  mean  much  more  than 
that  to  the  people  of  the  Un¬ 


ited  States. 

The  shuttle  has,  since  its 
conception,  been  touted  as  the 
most  powerful  and  com¬ 
plicated  spacecraft  ever  put 
together  by  NASA:  It  weighs 
80  tons  and  is  controlled  by 
>,000  lines  of  program  codes.  It 


computers  loaded  with  more  than 
can  withstand  temperatures  of  up  to  2,700  degrees  Fahrenheit.  Best 
of  all,  the  shuttle  is  not  a  one-shot  deal.  It  can  be  reused,  time  after 
time. 

In  short,  Columbia  makes  the  Apollo  space  capsule,  used  for  the 
moon-shots  in  the  ’60s,  look  like  a  Model  T. 

Columbia  and  her  two  improved  versions,  now  in  various  stages  of 
production,  will  give  the  U.S.  a  regular  extraterrestrial  commuter 
service,  NASA  predicts.  Her  65,000-pound  cargo  hold  can  be  used  to 
carry  materials  necessary  to  industrialize  space  —  something 
economists  predict  will  help  the  American  economy.  (The  financial 
community  seems  to  agree  —  already  Columbia  has  been  booked  for 
47  flights,  to  use  her  for  everything  from  conducting  scientific  ex¬ 
periments,  to  repairing  satellites  in  space) 

But  the  biggest  asset  of  the  program  is  that  it  will  cut  down  on 
Soviet  dominance  in  space.

Also,  Japan’s  1985  fuel  economy 
standards  have  been  rigidly  applied 
to  Japanese  manufacturers  while 
importers  have  been  given  a  three- 
year  extension.

The  second  myth  is  that  the  un¬ 
employment  problems  will  be 
solved  if  Japanese  automakers  build 
U.S.  plants  and  produce  their  cars 
with  U.S.  labor.  A  few  importers 
have  announced  plans  to  build 
plants  in  this  country.  But  it’s  im¬ 
portant  to  realize  it  will  be  three  to 
four  years  before  any  new  plant 
could  be  built  and  made 
operational.  That  will  hardly  help 
auto  workers  out  of  a  job  today.  In 
round  terms,  it  would  take  three 
dozen  plants  the  sizeof 
Volkswagen’s  Pennsylvania  facility 
operating  right  now  to  bring  unem¬ 
ployment  back  to  normal. 

Another  myth  is  that  Japan 
protects  its  auto  industry  from  out¬ 
side  competition  with  a  heavy  tariff. 

The  fact  is,  Japan  levies  no  tariff 
whatsoever  on  the  importation  of 
automobiles.  The  U.S.,  however, 
imposes  a  tariff  of  at  least  2.9  per¬ 
cent  on  every  imported  auto. 

Clarification  is  also  needed  about 
“non-tariff  trqde  barriers,”  such  as  tbvota  and 

certification  procedures,  Japanese 
buyer  resistance  to  American  cars, 
and  price  differentials,  which  make 
American  cars  sold  in  Japan  cost 
much  more  than  Japanese  models. 

The  Japanese  government  has 
streamlined  certification  for  impor¬ 
ted  autos  to  help  them  compete  in 
the  Japanese  market.  Autos  impor¬ 
ted  into  Japan  have  been  given  a 
three-year  exemption  from  Japan’s 
strict  second  stage  emissions  stan¬ 
dards;  Japanese  manufacturers 
have  received  no  such  .concession. 


It  took  many  years  for  Japanese 
carmakers  to  earn  consumer  accep¬ 
tance  in  the  U.S.  In  its  first  nine 
years  of  selling  cars  in  the  U.S., 
Toyota  averaged  only  1,439  cars  sold 
each  year.  It  took  a  long,  concerted

couldn’t  do  the  same  thing  in  Japan 
if  they  really  want  to.
